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U.F.A. TO KEEP 
FREE OF OTHER

Calgary; July 24.—Voting independ- 
ence of action and confirming the de- 
claration of principles which recog- 
nizes autonomy of constituency as- 
sociations, but also recognizes that 
constituency associations are respon- 
sible to the supreme authority, which 
is the U.I.A, convention, were salient 
features of the U.F.A. federal politi- 
cal conference held here Friday night.

TWO PREMIERS 
DISCUSS NORTH 
RAIL OUTLETS 


Edmonton, July 24.—Hon. John Oli- 
yer, and Hon. J. BE. Brownlee, pre 
miers of British Columbia and Alberta 
respectively, spent Friday morning 
in the latter's office in conference up- 
on the northern railway situation, 

The two premiers did not come to 
any decision nor agree definitely up- 
on any policy with regard to their 
railway problems, but it is understood 
that the results of their conversation 
will be carried further and will be 
reported to their respective govern- 
ments for consideration. 

After the conference a statement 
was made to the press that there was 
nothing to say about the matter be- 
yond the fact that they had had a 
general discussion of the situation as 
affecting both the Pacific Great East- 
ern and B.D. & B.C, lines, and the 
whole question of railway transpor- 
tation in the north. 

An impression obtains, based evi- 
dently upon information from the 
coast during the past few months, 
that Premier Oliver is negotiating 
with outside interests for the possible 
sale of the Pacific Great Eastern. He 


ed to accept the advice of his prime 
minister and declined to dissolve par- 
liament. By that act of refusal to ac- 
cept the advice of his prime minister 
the governor-general reversed one 
hundred years of constitutional pro- 
cedure in Great Britain, and took into 
his own hands powers that no British 
sovereign has exercised since George 
the Third. By declining the advice of 
his prime minister and assuming for 
himself actual governing powers, 
Lord Byng has reduced Canada to the 
status of a colony. Canada is no 
longer a self-governing Dominion. 

Upon the refusal of the governor- 
general to accept his advice, Premier 
King had no alternative but to tender 
the resignation of himself and his 
ministers, which was at once accept- 
ed. Mr. King offered to hold his re- 
signation in abeyance io assist the 
governor-general in meeting the new 
situation, but this offer was declined. 
Nor did the governor-general ask Mr. 
King’s advice as to whom he should 
call upon to form the new. govern- 
ment. Thus he altered another es- 
tablished procedure in Great Britain, 
where the king always seeks and ac- 
cepts the advice of a retiring prime 
minister as to who should” be the 
leader of the new government. 

Upon his own initiative and respon-. 
sibility the governor-general sent for 
Hon. Arthur Meighen, who, no doubt, 
assured him that he could form a gov- 
ernment and carry on, and Mr, Meigh- 
en was at once sworn in as prime 
minister, If Lord Byng and = Mr. 
Meighen thought that the Conserva- 
tive government could carry on and 
that an election could be avoided for 
more than a few months, they were 
the two only important people in Can- 
ada who held that view. There was 
not the slightest reason for any per- 
son to expect that Mr. Meighen could 
find in parliament sufficient support 
for his oft repeated and very well- 
known fiscal policy. 

Acceptance of the premiership auto- 
matically vacated Mr. Meighen’s seat 
in parliament, but he appointed six 
minsters without portfolio, and with- 
out pay, to constitute a “shadow gov- 
ernment” and attempted to carry on 
the business of parliament. The Lib- 
eral party immediately attacked the 
constitutionality of the “shadow gov- 
ernent,” and at the close of a bitter 
debate on July Ist, parliament de- 
clared by a majority of one that the 
“shadow government” was unconsti- 
tutional, and could not carry on. In 
the face of that adverse vote Mr. 
Meighen waited upon the governor- 
general on July 2nd, and requested 
and received a dissolution of parlia- 
ment, with the right to hold an elec- 
tion as soon as possible. 

Unquestionably the correct consti- 
tutional procedure would have been 
for Mr. Meighen to resign the pre- 
miership. The governor-general 
would have been free to recall Mr. 
King, and had he done so, would have 
in a measure rectified his original er- 
ror.

SCHOOL TEXTBOOKS 
BEING HANDLED BY 
THE GOVERNMENT 


Business is now under way in the 
Alberta government's new book sell- 
ing department. Textbooks for use in 
the public schools of the province are 
hereafter to be handled exclusively 
through the government, and arrange- 
ments for putting the scheme into ef- 
fect are practically complete. Some 
orders, in fact, have already been re- 
ceived, the school boards of Calgary, 
Lethbridge and Banff being among 
the first to lay in their supplies of 
books for the fall term. 

Warehouse accommodation for the 
government’s book business has been 
provided in the annex to the old par- 
liament buildings below the hill, and 
W. N. Noble has been appointed the 
manager both of the textbook and Hi- 
brary branches. A stock of assorted 
texts to the value of $100,000 is now 
on hand, in readiness for the fall 
trade, and there will be more to fol- 
low. The year’s supply, enough to 
meet all the requirements of the rro- 
vinee, will be complete, it is expect- 
ed, by the middle of August, 

It is the government’s intention to 
sell the school books at a sufficient 
advance over publishers’ wholesale 
prices to save the cost of handling, 
the expectation being that the busi- 
ness will break even at the end of 
the year but will not yield a profit. 
All books will be listed at set prices, 
at which they are to be sold uniform.
